Two Hours Profitably Spent 
in Large St. Lambert 
Factory. 

The trip yesterday afternoon to the 
factory in St. Lambert, of the L. E. 
Waterman Company, Limited, was 
"ireatly enjoyed by the twenty stu- 
dents in the party. The hour ap- 
pointed for departure from the city — 
two o'clock — found the majority of 
the group safely on the car for the 
South Shore. About two minutes af- 
ter the car had left, a second detach- 
ment materialised and inquired where 
the crowd was, and only with diffi- 
culty could be convinced that the 
"gang" had left on time. However, 
party number two decided to follow- 
on the next car, and were enthusias- 
tic when several R.V.C. students 
appeared, being correspondingly de- 
pressed when the latter decided not 
to go. 

Upon arrival at the factory, the 
two groups joined and twenty strong, 
were shown throughout the building. 
The first process was the rough siz- 
ing of caps and barrels for the pens 
from the hard rubber, much resemb- 
ling in appearance miniature shell 
forgings. These were turned on 
small lathes with the cutting chisels 
al a fixed distance- from them, so that 
none could be cut ttndcrsize. Tlu- 
caps and barrels arc then run through 
a finishing lathe where the operator 
smooths them to final size and cuts 
any taper necessary. They are then 
threaded, cleaned out, and buffed.

The par- 
liament is the scene of much fiery talk and partisan outbursts, and 
the members of both sides are given a cliance to express their 
opinions. The Mock Parliament, is in marked contrast to the or- 
dinary debate, where only a couple of men are allowed to voice 
thje opinions on a subject carefully prepared beforehand. 

ilt has been the custom in past years to form a cabinet and 
leaders of both parties, with the idea of having the gatherings of 
students well organized and interesting. The mere fact that a cer- 
taiu-'group has taken a prominent part in the organization of the 
parties does not restrict the debating to them. Any man who is 
registered at the college is at liberty to attend the meetings and 
give expression to his thoughts. The choice of party is left open 
to each individual, but thefeerc fact that the programs of the par- 
ties are not agreeable to alnan should not preveivt him from join- 
ing one or other of the groups. The two parties have adopted 
platforms that will allow them a wide range of discussion, and

•the- ordinary course of events, would "nave their determined oppo- 
sition. 

The opening of the parliament is always a picturesque affair, 
with the Governor-General giving his official speech from the 
throne, and the hot debate following before a division is taken. One 
of the noticeable features of the assemblies in the past years has 
been the apparent inability of the government party to stay in 
power for any length of time. The majority of students seem to be 
always against the government, no matter which party is in power, 
and in this fact lies the real 'secret' of the success of the meetings 
for .the opposition speakers are always more ready with a criticism 
than a government supporter with a defence.

In' the Senior game the spectators 
were treated to a ureal exhibition of 
water polo. The best players in the 
Dominion were seen in action on both 
teams. The McGill players, last year 
holders of the Dominion Championship, 
obtained an early lead which they main- 
tained throughout the game. Fisk was 
the outstanding player of the evening, 
and featured in his accurate back hand 
shots.

Go Through Brisk Drill on 
Icy Field. 

ABSENTEES BACK. 

Team Preparing for Hard 
Contest with Queens 
Saturday. 

Despite a rather heavy fall of snow, 
which ' continued throughout the after- 
noon, the 'football team was sent through 
one of the fastest practices of the sea 
son. Under quarterback "Don" Bailey's 
direction the plays were carried out with 
snap, and the twelve trotted up and 
down the field in smart form. Though 
the footing was very hard the men stood 
up quite well, and there was very little 
slipping during the entire practice. 

"Shag" lined the Senior team up 
f.gainst the intermediates during th 
signal drill, but there was no tackling; 
the coach refrained from scrimmaging 
the men for fear of injuries. Shaugh- 
nessy was very well pleased with the 
manner in which the plays were gone 
through, ior in spite of the snow, the 
hack line seemed to have picked up in 
speed. They showed a great improve- 
ment in passing and several long gains 
from end runs may be looked for when 
the Red and White encounters Queens 
on Saturday. 

Anderson, Flanagan, and Russell on 
the half-line yesterday showed the best 
form of their careers; their passing 
was speedy and accurate, and they held 
their feet well. They arc working now 
as a smooth machine and this is a mark- 
ed improvement over the form they have 
displayed so far this year. "Don" Baillie 
and "Bones" Little, at quarter and fly- 
ing wing respectively, are showing 
their usual consistency. Their defensive 
work, on Saturday against the heavy 
Syracuse eleven, was a revelation. The 
McGill back field is undoubtedly the 
best defensive aggregation in Canadian 
Rugby, and even the Old Timers have 
no recollection of any halflinc on this 
side of the boarder, which could match 
the present group in defensive play. 
More deadly ladders have rarely been 
seen in Intercollegiate matches. 

The line, profiting by the instruction 
of "Eddie" Brown and "Tim" Callahan, 
and by the experience gained in the. game 
with the "Orange", is more powerful 
now than at any time this season. The 
men charge low and are . yery aggres- 
sive, and it is not very likely that 
Queens will make much headway down 
the field by means of line plays! ' 

"Boo" Anderson tried ' sevefâl place 
kicks from beyond the thirty yard line 
and nearly all of them landed between 
the bars. Carroll's attempts at drop 
kicks failed because of the snow cover- 
ed field. It appears that if there are any 
"three pointers" to be scored they will 
have to be made by placement kicks, if 
the field at Kingston is in the same con- 
dition as Molson Stadium. 

Shaughnessy has been emphasizing the 
kicking end of the game in practic: 
this week. He realizes that on a snowy 
field it will be a difficult matter to 
gain by long end runs, and that the team 
with the better kicker will have the edge. 
But if Flanagan can get off the long 
punts that he did against Syracuse, 
Shag will have little cause to worry on 
that score. 

The squad has been reinforced by the 
appearance of all the men who were out 
of the line-up because of iniuries. Phill- 
OOtts has fully recovered from the 
knock received in Toronto. Lozier's 
ankle has ceased troubling him, and 
"Silk" Murphy seems to be in good con- 
dition ; McGregor was back in his old 
'osition at snap-back. With these men 
in the line-up the Seniors will be backed 
by an able group of spares who will be 
able to step into the field when the first 
string men show signs of weakening. 

After the magnificent fight which 
Queens displayed against Varsity in 
Toronto on Saturday, when they came 
within one point of upsetting last year's 
champions, the Presbyterians feci con- 
fident of their ability to turn the tables 
on Old McGill when the Montreal team 
'nvades Kingston on Saturday. It is cer- 
tain that the tri-color's strength can not 
be craueed by their showing in Mont- 
real. At that time they were practically 
without the services of Leadlcv, their 
mainstay, and the team was demoral- 
ired to a great degree. On Saturday. 
<hould the condition of the field remain 
the same, the McGill running backs will 
be under a disadvantage and Queen's 
«hould benefit by Laidley's lone punts 
The team has not allowed the 25-1 
score to lead them to over confidence 
for they expect a strenuous game. The 
men arc anxious for the opportunity of 
another match with Varsity and may be 
depended on to show their best.

OPEN NEW HOME 
FOR PENN. CREWS 

$50,000 Structure on 
Schuylkill. 

Pennsylvania's new fifty thousand 
dollar boathouse along "boathouse row", 
on the beautiful Schuykill River, was 
formally" opened last week, by the 
rowing authorities of the University. 
Speeches were made by prominent grad- 
uates of the College and a tablet dedicat- 
ed to the memory of Dr. J. William 
White was unveiled. Mr. White was a 
former director of Physical Education 
at Pcnn and did much to further the 
interests of rowing among the Amer- 
ican colleges. 

As a further attraction to the. cere- 
monies several crew races were held in 
the last of which the Varsity eight over- 
came the Junior Varsity after a hot 
tussle. 

The Pcnnsylvanians are now in the 
midst of their fall regatta which each 
year comes prominently into the public 
eye. Rowing is one of the major sports 
at this institution and is ifast becoming 
one of the most popular. In the spring 
when a call is issued for candidates for 
the crew upwards of two hundred men 
turn out and even after the squad is 
weeded out, the coaches still retain eight 
boats on the river. 

The college is very proud of this new 
structure which is probably the finest 
along the row. The boathhousc extends 
for a distance of about three quarters of 
a mile along the prettiest part of the 
Schuylkill which has frequently been 
termed the "Seine of America." 

It may be of interest to McGill men 
to know that rowing at the Quaker in- 
stitution is under the direction of a 
Canadian. Coach Wright, who hails 
from Ontario has been instructing Penn- 
sylvania oarsmen for a number of 
years, during which time the Red and 
Blue crews have always maintained a 
high standard in intercollegiate rowing. 
During the Summer Wright is in charge 
of the Toronto Argonaut crew, which 
succeeded in winning the eight-oared 
shell race in the American Henley Reg- 
atta on the Schuylkill last July fourth.

For some time it has been apparent 
that year 1 of the McGill School of 
Physical Education would require as- 
sistant managers for Hockey and Bas 
kctball. At a meeting held yesterday the 
two additonal sports officers were 
elected, the School having adopted the 
method at the beginning of the present 
session of electing officers as the need 
arose.

RECEIVED HONORS 

McGill Alumnus U Winning 
Fame as Sculptor. 

Dr. R. Tait McKcnzie, well known 
McGill alumnus, and now physical direc- 
tor at the University of Pennsylvania; 
and Mrs McKcnzie have returned to 
Philadelphia after a rather extended 
trip. They visited England this sum- 
mer for the purpose of submitting to 
Cambridge University a model of the 
Cambridge war Memorial designed by 
Dr. McKenzic. The memorial will be un- 
veiled some time in June 1922 in (tarn- 
bridge. 

Dr. R. Tait McKcnzie lias won for 
himself considerable glory by his many 
beautiful pieces of sculpture. Several 
specimens of his work are on permanent 
exhibition at the Montreal Art Museum, 
and have brought forth the praise of a 
number of critics. He has favored his 
Alma Mater with some of his works in- 
cliding "The Discus Thrower" which 
stands in the Rcdpath Library and a 
smaller piece of sculpture, which can be 
seen in the trophy case in the rest room 
of the Union. Perhaps his most famous 
effort, is the statue of the ideal Athlete, 
which is considered the finest work of 
its kind in existence. The various mca 
suremcnts .were computed by taking the 
average of several score oi Pennsyl- 
vania's greatest all-round athletes. 

While in England Mrs McKcnzie w as 
honored by a presentation to Queen 
Mary. Her presentation was sponsored 
by the wife oi the Canadian High Conn 
missioner. 

• Dr. and Mrs McKenzie spent some 
time in Italy before leaving Europe, and 
then came to Montreal for the Centen 
niai Reunion at which time Dr. McKen 
zic was the recipient of the honorary 
degree of Doctor oi Laws from McGill 



WATERMAN'S TRIP VERY 
ENJOYABLE. 

(Continued from Page 1.) 
Those with fancy finish receive this, 
and the Waterman "Ideal" trademark 
is stamped on all. If the pen is to be 
a self-filler, the slot for the lever arm 
is cut in the barrel by a machine 
mounting four vertiele drills, two of 
which carry tiny circular saws. The 
barrel of the pen is slipped into a 
jig, which fits into frames on the table 
of the mechine, and the slot is cut 
accurately and rapidly. 

The feeder for a good pen— just 
the end of which is visible behind 
the nib— requires as much attention 
as do the other black rubber parts 
of the pen, before, cut to size, slotted, 
bevelled, and polished, it is finally 
completed. As defects in cither feed- 
er or nib would be very serious, 
great care is taken with both these 
parts. Waterman's secure the chief 
material for their nibs direct from 
the government — pure twenty-four 
carat gold. This comes in the form 
of bricks, about the size of an ordin- 
ary housing brick, and is mixed with 
pure copper and .silver to reduce it to 
the fourteen carat standard required 
for pen nibs. In this process the 
metal is heated to between nineteen 
hundred and twenty-five hundred de- 
grees Fahrenite, in a specially cur- 
taincd-off room, as it is absolutely 
essential that no currents of cool air 
pass over the metal after it has been 
poured into the form of thin bars. 
The last thermometer used in this 
room smashed at one hundred and 
fifty degrees, due to the heat from 
the furnace. The fourteen carat gold 
bars arc rolled and annealed repeat- 
edly, till a strip the thkkncss of a 
pen-nib is obtained. The nibs arc 
punched out o! this, and the iridium 
points added. Then the nib is rolled, 
slit, bent, and the name stamped on, 
after which it is smoothed off and 
polished. 

The various parts of the pen ar- 
rive in the assembling room, and 
there arc fitted together. The nib 
is set, and the feed heated and press- 
ed tight against it. The nib is tested 
most carefully for any "scratch" and 
must write smoothly before being 
passed. Throughout all the processes 
of manufacture, careful inspection is 
made of each individual part, and any 
possible imperfection's eradicated. 

Clips are rivcttcd on - the caps by 
tiny power hammers, and arc tested 
for tightness and spring. All plat- 
iing necessary for gold and silver 
parts is done in the factory. Gold 
bands are turned on the caps and 
barrels, and fitted tightly, then pol- 
ished and covered with a protecting 
film. The gold used for this and. for 
the nibs is very carefully checked by 
weighing the completed metal parts, 
and loss is thus reduced to a mini- 
mum. Fifty per cent, of loss of gold 
in manufacture is recovered ultim- 
ately from the sweepings from the 
factory. 

For the benefit of the students, a 
case of small ink bottles was run 
through the automatic filler. This j 
machine fills eight bottles at a 'time, | 
and, when worked to capacity, will j 
fill one hundred and eighty gross per 
day. By a vacuum arrangement, the 
air is first exhausted from the bot- 
tles, and then the fixed amount of ink 
is poured in. If any bottle leaks, the 
air cannot be exhausted from it, and 
no ink will be poured into it. A ma- 
chine labels the filled bottles, which 
arc packed by hand. 

Watermans manufacture showcases 
for their pens, and a department is 
devoted entirely to the production 
of showcases, trays and ndtviidual 
holders tor the pens. The larger 
cases arc carefully veneered and 
highly polished. A new magazine 
pencil is being manufactured of the 
same material as the pens, and will 
be on the market shortly. The fac- 
tory has turned out twenty-five thou- 
sand pens weekly, but is not running 
to full capacity at present. From 
here pens arc supplied to England, 
Australia and South Africa. 

Each member of the party of stu- 
dents greatly enjoyed the privilege 
of seeing how a pen is made, and one 
and all appreciated the kindness and 
courtesy show.r'thcm. The trip was 
veryMniitruotivc and interesting, and 
made very pleasant by the guides, 
who capably and tirelessly answered 
questions and pointed out features of 
interest. 

After signing their names iin the 
visitors' book and giving the McGill 
Yell, the men started for home, a 
pleasant feature of the trip being the 
profitable ten minutes spent admiring 
the well-constructed Lachinc Canal.

Xot one 
substitution ! And broke a I farvard 
team and eight substitutes. This feat 
naturally surprised even the stantcst of 
Tiger supporter-, who even feared that 
Laurie and Garrity who have been on 
the injury list all season, might not last 
a half. It was a grand battle, a glorious 
scrap, with only two penalties for un- 
necessary roughness— one for piling on 
after the whistle and one for running 
into the kicker. 

The headline hero of the game is 
"Ralph Gilroy. And he deserves all he 
<,ets. Hard working with the dirtiest 
nnd most unseen job in the backfield he 
has played heautiful football for two 
years. And Saturday he crashed through 
at the crucial lime with a beautiful run.

F.vcry man on the team emerged from 
the encounter in fine physical shape. It 
was thought that Al Wtttnier, center, 
who hurt his leg in the first quarter, 
might he rallier seriously injured in spite 
of his refusal to leave his post, but the 
injury is not severe, and he will be in 
condition to star! against the Eiis. 

The Eli team is considered a slight 
favorite to win the battle in the Bowl 
on Saturday, but Princeton encouraged 
by its victory over the Crimson will he a 
hard foe to overcome. The game on the 
twelfth may make football history.

The system of Moving Picture 
Censorship is essential to the moral 
order of our people, and any move 
to abolish this institution will be 
most strenuously opposed. 

The Canadian Merchant Marine 
must be done, away with as soon as 
possible. Any form of Government 
Ownership is inconsistent with the 
ideals of the National Progressive 
Party, and will he summarily dealt 
with. The railway situation is, of 
course, in a class by itself. Our 
National Railways arc in the nature 
of a legacy to the Canadian people, 
and must be treated as such. It is 
felt that they must remain in the 
hands of the Government until the 
development of our. country furnishes 
the solution of our difficulties.

ail way would be given a monopoly 
of all roads in Canada cannot be en- 
tertained for a minute.
